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ANNUAL REPORT. 


IN presenting a statement’of the Secretary’s work in his 
_official relation to the Association during the past year, it must be 
the merest outline of a few of the facts which it is possible to 
summarize in connection with the varied git general duties 
which pertain to that office. 


And before doing so your Secretary would desire to thank 
God for the many blessings which have been personally received, 
and for the privilege of continuing actively in connection with 
this service for Christ. 


The daily routine work continues just as large as it possible 
for the Secretary and Assistant to overtake, and is represented in 
part by the following statement :— 


984 Letters received on Association business. 
1896 ‘* written Bi Hy 
384 Applications for situations have been registered. 
125 Situations have been secured. 
252 Young men directed to suitable boarding houses. 
261 Signatures to the Temperance Pledge. 
120 Young men have made voluntary enquiry for spiritual 
counsel (not in connection with meetings). 
84 Letters of introduction have been granted to young 
men going to Associations in other cities. 
60 Mission services and pulpits have been supplied by 
Members (apart from our regular meetings). 


These figures represent at least over 3,000 young men whom 
the Association have aided in some form during the past year, and 
these not directly in connection with any of the religious services. 


All work in connection with the Association should lead the ~ 
members either directly or indirectly to individual effort in com- 
mending the Christian life to young men ; and through these va- 
ried opportunities for service, every Christian young man, whatever 
his talents, may at once find a place to confess Christ, and to be- 
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come a partaker of the joy of Christian service. This is of 
special importance at the outset of the Christian life. There are 
many, however, who make a fair start and go on well for a time, 
but when the trial of their faith comes they grow silent, and fre- 
‘quently drop out. This shows that the staying power is also 
needed, which is furnished by a knowledge of the Word of God. 
To meet this need, Bible study is made a most important feature 
in our Association, and four classes are held weekly with good 
attendance and interest. 


The publication of the ‘“‘ Monthly Record” was commenced 
in August last, and is found to be an invaluable aid, not only in 
the announcement of meetings, but also in securing more active 
sympathy and co-operation on the part of members ; 2,000 copies 
are printed monthly and are mailed to every member and sub- 
scriber. For the necessary funds to continue this publication the 
thanks of the Association are due to one of our members. 


The Association has suffered great loss during the year in 
the removal from the city of a large number of members, some of 
whom have been for many years prominent amongst its most ac- 
tive spiritual workers. The name of Mr. ALFRED SANDHAM is 
‘intimately connected with our past history, and especially with 
the erection and completion of the present building. During ten 
years he occupied the position of General Secretary, at a most 
trying and critical period of our history. After his resignation he 
continued a member of the General Committee and a most 
zealous worker. In July last he accepted the position of General 
Secretary of the Toronto Young Men’s Christian Association, 
and has been most successful in organizing. and directing their 
work. ‘The prayers and best wishes of his fellow-workers here 
have accompanied him. 


Mr. W. L. FRASER, for seventeen years a ‘member and 
worker, has removed to New York. He also served many years 
on the Committee, and specially as a leader in Bible Class work. 


Mr. HENRY SANDHAM, for many years a member of the 
General Committee and a most faithful worker in anything that 
‘he undertook, has removed to Boston. The Association is thus 


deprived of the fellowship and valuable co-operation of these 


much esteemed brethren. 
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_ We have been favored by visitation from four members of 
the International Committee, New York—Mr. R. C. Morsz, 
Secretary ; Mr. G. A. Hatt, State Secretary, New York ; Mr. E. 
C. WATKINS, Secretary Commercial Travellers’ work ; and L. D. 
WISHARD, Secretary College work. 


One of the zeeds at present is room for the accommodation 
of educational classes. In other Associations these classes have 
proven a most effective means in increasing the membership 
amongst the commercial class of young men, by placing within 
their reach, at moderate rates, the privileges of an increased edu- 
cation, and at the same time affording them Christian surroundings. 


The benevolent work has been carried on quietly, and 
wherever a case was found to be deserving, the needed help was 
granted. Many young men have thus received temporal aid. In 
great measure the funds necessary have been supplied through 
the contribution of individual members. The Secretary will be 
glad to receive contributions towards this fund. 


The results of the work in the conversion of souls and the 
building up of Christians, we cannot and do not attempt to estimate. 
Whether in sowing the seed or in reaping what others have sown, | 
the workers have simply been used as instruments by Him in the 
accomplishment of His blessed will, and the extension of His 
Kingdom. To Him be all the praise. |

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


It is with feelings of gratitude that your Committee are en-- 
abled to present the following favorable report, for since the or- 
ganization of our Association, its financial condition has not 
been so satisfactory as it is to-day, and we believe that in the near 
future a day of thanksgiving may be set apart in which to rejoice 
and thank Gop that we owe no man. ‘Three years ago we were 
burdened with a debt. of some $20,000 on the building, and 
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nearly $3,000 as a deficit on our current expenses. The general 
depression of trade and the unsettled state of business at that 
time seemed anything but a fit Season in which to thik, much 
less attempt, to relieve ourselves of this burden. Nevertheless, a 
scheme was proposed by our Treasurer, Mr. J. S. McLachlan, in 
which he agreed to raise $10,000 among the merchants, if the 
young men would raise an equal amount amongst themselves. 
This proposition was at once accepted and acted upon; $100 
subscriptions were secured, divided into three notes of equal 
amount and extending over a period of three years. Owing to 
the continued depression in business, the death of some of the 
subscribers and removal from the city of others, the results were 
not fully realized, and at our last annual meeting we had to report 
our present indebtedness as $5,622.19; but when we consider 
that, in addition to raising some $17,000 towards the reduction 
of the building debt, we have also, during the last three years, 
raised nearly $6,000 per annum for interest and current expenses, 
making in .all some $35,000, we are ourselves amazed at the 
success which has attended our efforts, and the only satisfactory 
explanation we can give of such financial prosperity in days of 
commercial depression is that it is the Lord’s work ; we desire 
therefore, that a// praise should be ascribed to Him. 


Your Committee, satisfied that the amount of spiritual and 
benevolent work of the Association would be greatly increased by 
the removal of the balance of this debt, would suggest to its 
friends the advisability of coming to our aid and paying off the 
small deficit without delay. The Association will then require 
about $3,000 a year-in excess of its rental revenue to carry on 
the work. How valuable that work is and how greatly Gop has 
blessed it will be seen by reference to the reports of the other 
Committees. 


In conclusion, we beg to thank the merchants and subscrib- 
ers generally for their kind and generous response to the appeal 
of our collectors, without whose aid it would be impossible to 
carry on the work of the Association, which we know has proved 
a blessing to many young men of the city.

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MISSION COMMITTEE. 


Hospital Work.—A Gospel meeting is held every Sunday 
morning at 10 o’clock. A good average attendance of convales- 
cent patients have been maintained. The Chairman suggests the 
necessity of good singing, and would be glad of the assistance of 
some lady friends. A service of song is about to be started 
fifteen minutes before the hour of meeting. Bedside visitation 
on Sunday afternoons is being carried on by members, and many 
interesting cases are met with. 


Jail Work.—Upon the express invitation of the Rev. Mr. 
Borthwick, the Chaplain, Sunday services were held in the jail 
for nearly six months of the past year, three workers taking part 
weekly ; attendance, 30 to 50. Much interest was manifested, 
and we have every reason to know blessing resulted, as the fol- 
lowing instances clearly go to prove: 


A young Englishman, who, through evil companions, fell in- 
to sin and was compelled to serve a term of six months’ im- 
prisonment. By means of these Sunday services he became 
known to the members, and on his release sought the proffered 
help of the Association. He professed repentance, which has 
since proved to be sincere, and was helped in procuring a situa- 
tion at some distance from the city, which he still retains to the 
entire satisfaction of his employer, and is now a Sunday School 
teacher. | 


A young man, who served a lengthened term in the peni- 
tentiary and afterward a short time in jail, became acquainted 
with the members at these Sunday services and, upon his release, 
sought the aid of the Association. He professed deep repent- 
ance and was sent to Toronto, where he secured employment 
through Christian friends. His profession seemed to be real, as 
will be seen from the fact that he not only returned the amount 
expended in aiding him, but sent a donation to the funds of the 
Association out of his first earnings. He is now living with his 
brother in California, and when last heard from was evidently en- 
joying the Christian life and doing well in business. 


Another instance might be given of a lad who was sent to a 
B 
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western city and introduced to the Association there, through 


whom he secured employment, and has since been doing well, 


and if not a Christian is at least placing himself in the way of 
blessing. 


It is much to be regretted, therefore. that the Chaplain has 
peremptorily forbidden the continuation of these services. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the Christian public will quietly submit 
to the dictation of one man, and allow Montreal to be the only 
city in Canada or the United States where this avenue of useful- 
ness is closed to young men ; and let it be noted that the Young 
Men’s Christian Association has peculiar facilities for taking up 
these men after their discharge, giving them a helping hand to 
better and holier things than in their dark past. 


Sailor Work.—Tract distribution amongst the seamen in 
port was continued for twenty Sundays. An average attendance 
of fifteen workers met in the Sailors’ Institute at 8 o’clock, a.m., 
and after prayer visited every ship in the harbor. ‘Tracts and re- 
ligious papers to the amount of 140,000 pages and in ten different 
languages have been distributed. The thanks of the workers are 
due to Mr. John Ritchie, the Manager of the Institute, for his 
many kind attentions. The work amongst the French bargemen 
is worthy of special notice, owing to its extent and the cordial 
receptions met with. 


Devotional meetings were held in the Institute four evenings 
in the week, under the direction of Mr. John Ritchie, two of 
which were continued throughout by members, the other two by 
workers at the Institute—average attendance at each meeting 
from 16 to 20. These services have been greatly blessed, not 
only to Christian sailors, but also in the conversion of others. 


Cottage Meetings.—These have not been as successful 
as in former years. One was held for a short time at 581 Ontario 
street—average attendance, 15. 


Firemen’s Mission.—This work commenced about five 
yeart ago, has not been without fruit. Two prominent members 
of the Brigade are now active workers, and especially in this 
branch. They take part in the distribution of tracts and religious 
papers at the different stations every Sunday morning. Over 
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3,500 tracts, religious papers and magazines have been placed in 
the hands of the men.

POINT ST. CHARLES. 


Railway Men’s Meetings.—A special effort has recently 
been made to establish Association work at Point St. Charles, a 
labor centre that has long engaged the attention of the Mission 
Committee as a promising field for the spread of the Gospel by 
personal testimony. Some twelve hundred men are employed 
in the Grand Trunk shops located there, and of this number a 
considerable proportion does not, and seemingly will not, avail of 
the opportunities for spiritual guidance and instruction offered by 
the several churches in the neighborhood. 


In view of these facts, Evangelistic meetings were begun 
early in October last in the School House belonging to St. Mat- 
thew’s Church, a place of meeting kindly placed at the service of 
the Association by the Church authorities, who also furnished 
light and fuel at their own expense. The Church further, in or- 
der to give every encouragement to the movement, suspended its 
Wednesday evening prayer meeting in the expectation that the 
regular attendants would instead form part of the Evangelistic 
meetings. Whether or not this action, coupled with the place of 
meeting, served to give the movement a denominational charac- 
ter in the eyes of the community cannot be said, but for some 
weeks the attendance was composed mostly of members of St. 
Matthew’s Church ; and the numbers, which had at first been 
large, fell (from an enforced change of meeting night from Friday 
to Thursday) to less than half the previous average, the outside 
representation ceasing almost entirely.

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At this point, the work having apparently failed to reach the 
class for which it was designed, and the Church preferring a re- 
quest for the resumption of its regular service, the meetings were 
about to be abandoned, when the character of the attendance 
suddenly changed. Railroad men appeared in goodly numbers, 
and the church members ceased to come. Under the circum- 
stances, the offer of the use of the hall being generously extended 
indefinitely, the services have been continued and have assumed a 
most encouraging phase both as to the number and character of 
the attendance. 


In connection with this work three cottage meetings have 
been established and maintained now for eight weeks, two of 
which give not unpromising indications of interest, although the 
attendance has been small. These meetings seem to supply a 
real need, and with their continuance may reasonably be expect- 
ed to extend in their influence and bear fruit; but they have 
failed thus far, as was the case with the evangelistic meetings for 
-a time, to induce the presence of railroad men in any number. 
This may in part be accounted for by the fact that the Grand 
Trunk shops have been under great pressure throughout the sea- 
son, many of the hands doing night-work ; but withal it may be 
doubted if the means here named and already employed are cal- 
culated to attract, retain and develop interest in spiritual matters 
amongst the railroad men. 


A further effort to secure the presentation of the Gospel to 
non-church-going railroad employees is now on the point of trial 
and, so far as attendance is concerned, may be said to offer bet- 
ter promise of success than either the cottage or the evangelistic 
meetings could be expected todo. ‘The Grand Trunk Company, 
in compliance with a petition signed by 75 of the employees, has 
consented to the use of their large hall known as the ‘“ Mess 
Room,” and in which the men living at a distance from the shops 
take dinner daily, for the purpose of a Sunday afternoon service 
of song, prayer and Bible study to be conducted by members of 
the Association. ‘This privilege has been granted within but the 
past few days—the first meeting of the kind is announced tor 
‘Sunday, the 12th of December. 


Amongst other methods adopted for bringing spiritual mat- 
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ters to the notice of the men through personal testimony, printed 
postal cards addressed to the Association, having a blank form on 
the reverse side to be filled in with the name and address of any 
employee who might be ill or injured, have been distributed 
amongst the foremen, conductors and others, to be used as occa- 
sion shall arise. Three of these cards requesting calls have been 
received back, and these calls have resulted in each instance in 
awakening an outspoken interest in spiritual affairs. ‘They have 
also opened the way to more extended work of like character. 
The importance of establishing at Point St. Charles the work 
of personal testimony for Christ speaks for itself in the fact that 
twelve hundred men, largely non-attendants at church, are there 
met together in daily intercourse. With such a field at hand 
surely there is encouragement to spare no effort while yet any 
promising means of presenting the Gospel remains untried.

Tuesday Evening Bible Class, formerly conducted by 
Mr. W. L. Fraser, is now under the leadership of Prof. Fenwick. 
The classes for Bible study are amongst the most important 
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features in connection with our work, and the appreciation of the 
advantages of this one on the part of our members is best 
evidenced by the deep interest and constantly augmenting attend- 
ance. 


Saturday Afternoon Review of Sunday School Lesson 
was continued under the leadership of several of our city Ministers 
until well on in the summer months, and was resumed on the 
2oth November, with Dr. Dawson as leader, whom the Committee 
are pleased to announce will lead it throughout the winter. 


The Boys’ Meeting.—The following report of the Chair- 
man of that Meeting speaks for itself ; 


I. We have found that gathering boys off the streets into 
our Meeting does not work well, as it drives the more respectable 
boys away, and so have discontinued doing so, but always give 
the former a cordial welcome when they come. 


I]. The leaders and subjects of our Meeting are previously 
arranged, so that all come prepared to take part, if it is only to 
read a passage of Scripture. 


III. We have endeavoured, and with some success, to get 
the Christian boys to become responsible for four or five others, 
and in this way, not only keep up our attendance, but give an 
opportunity to the youngest of doing something for the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


IV. We have to thank God for the blessings that many of 
the boys received through Mr. Hammond’s labors, of which we 
have unmistakable proofs; also for permitting us to see some 
fruits of our own labors, both in the conversion and building up 
of boys who attend our meetings. 


V. We had our attendance largely increased before the 
summer holidays by sending notices to nearly all the boys who 
professed to receive blessing at Mr. Hammond’s Meetings, and are 
about to do so again, and trust it may have even a greater result 
than before. 


VI. We would be very glad if some arrangement could be 
made with the Superintendents of the Sunday Schools of the 
city who are favorably disposed towards our work, to have the 
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‘Boys’ Meeting” in connection with our Association announced 
regularly, so that many might attend who are at present unaware 
that such a Meeting is held. 


The other Meetings have gone on without any material 
change, and do not require further comment. 


Of the extra meetings, the New Year’s “ Reception” in the 
afternoon, and the open Social in the evening, were, thanks to the 
ladies and other friends of the Association, a successful in- 
novation. 


Prof.. Richards’ course of scientific lectures in February 
were interesting and instructive, and were well attended. 


Rev. Hugh Johnston gave a lecture on the Yosemite Valley, 
splendidly illustrated by Mr. Sanders, which was deservedly 
much appreciated. 


: A series of special services during the Exhibition season, 
though not largely attended, were nevertheless a blessing to many 
who bore testimony to good received. 


A reception to members of the Locomotive Engineers, while 
here in convention, was a time of much social and spiritual profit 
and it was hoped thereby to give an impetus to Railway work in 

our city. 


A special feature of the year and one long to be remembered, 

was the visit of that honored servant of God, the Rev. Dr. 

Muller, of Bristol, England, upon the invitation of our Associa- 

tion, whose practical and inspiring addresses given in several of 

our city churches, as well as in our own rooms, tended so greatly 
to strengthen the faith of Gop’s people.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS. 


The Commercial Travellers’ Committee reports that they 
have sought to enlist the interest of Christian commercial men in 
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the work of this Association, and also of Associations along their 
line of travel, and find this branch of the work is beset with 
many difficulties. 


Mr. E. W. Watkins, the representative of the International 
Committee in this department, visited the City and held four 
meetings in connection with this work, giving valuable assistance 
and many practical suggestions. A Sunday afternoon meeting 
was commenced, but this has met with but little success thus far, 
on account of those taking an active part being so frequently 
absent from the city. 


Cards of invitation, with special reference to this work, are 
distributed every Sunday morning to the guests in the principal 
hotels, being delivered personally in their rooms by members. 


We have introduced and are using to some extent the uni- 
form ticket. We are preparing handsome cards of invitation to 
be hung in the sample rooms of hotels, so that every traveller 
can see them. . 


Testimony has been received from several as to the benefits 
of the work, and we trust that better organization will lead to 
greater results.

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INVITATION COMMITTEE. 


This Committee has met regularly every Saturday evening at 
7.15 o’clock with an average attendance of seven. <A few min- 
utes are always spent in prayer before going on duty. Some of 
the workers have then taken their stand on the corners of the 
leading thoroughfares, and at the door of the Rooms, and dis- 
tributed invitations to the meetings. Others have, in like man- 
ner, visited the five leading hotels, the Windsor, St. Lawrence 
Hall, Ottawa, Albion and American. Something like 12,000 or 
14,000 slips have thus been placed in the hands of strangers 
during the year, and though thousands of them doubtless have 
been cast carelessly aside, the invitation to the meeting spurned, 
and the text of Scripture never looked at, we cannot but believe 
that very many of them have been silent messengers for good, 
and that perhaps the seed thus dropped into some hearts may yet 
spring up and bear fruit unto Life Eternal. 


It would be difficult to say how many have by this means 
been induced to attend the meetings, but certainly a large num- 
ber ; and often the hearts of those engaged in the work have been 
encouraged by hearing some stranger in the meeting give expres- 
sion to his thankfulness for having had an invitation placed in his 
hands. 


More workers are needed—earnest, consecrated young men 
—so that not only the hotels, but as far as possible the saloons 
also may be regularly and systematically visited.
